Beautiful 
In 


Theory, but Practically a Bid FOP 
Political Gratt. 
Expei ience has proved that the agita- 


tion for municipal ownership is usual- 
ly in charge of a group of men who 
are looking for personal profit. When 
tho plant or plants finally get under 
municipal control these men ara vir- 
tually the propuetors. 
They dictate 


who shall have positions, and they 
usually see to it that they receive a 
good leturn in either the coin of the 
realm or something else of v.ime for 
every position they give out. Thoy are 
intent upon squeezing every dollar they 
can out of tne plant. 


Where a company or the individual 


gives much attention to tha minutiae 
of a plant, the saving of a few pennies 
or a few diroes or a few dollars here 
or there, under municipal control the 
plants are run in a slipshod manner. 


The engineers, placed in their posi 


ticms more because of their political 
prestige than because of any ability 
they may possess, sit around and talk 
politic- when the machinery is badly 
in need of their attention. 
But it is 


politics and not attention to duty and 
faithfulness rhat keeps them in their 
positions, so they give more attention 
to politics than they do to their duties. 


The management of the plant usual- 


ly devolves upon a committee of the 
town council. Right here is where the 
graft bacteria gets loose and begins to 
cause havoc. 
Some men will stand 


for electiou to council with no other 
thought in view than getting their 
bands on the light plant. They have j 
some favorites they wish to place in 
office, and they likewise have a plan 
whereby they can squeeze the busi- 
ness so that many golden drops 
fall into their own pockets. 


Municipal ownership has been provec 


to be impractical in this country. Be- 
side discouraging private enterprise, it 
accomplishes no real gbod, but eventu- 
ally becomes a corrupt sore in the body 
politic that taints everything that 
touches it. In theory the proposition 
is a most attractive one, but when it 
comes to working it out in practice in- 
superable obstacles rear themselves in 
its pathway, and It is not long before 
ruin and finally dissolution come.— 
Tamaqua (Pa.) Courier.

"Mr. 
Chairman, iu delivering my ad- 


dress a few days since on postal cou- 
ditJous, in discussing the Interpreta- 
tion of the law as to the weighing of 
the mall. I failed to sta'e the law on 
the subject, and I wish to do so now: 


" "A'he average weight to be ascer- 


tained, in every case, by tbe actual 
weighing Of ^ muils for &uch fl mim. 
b?r of successive working dajs, not 
less than thirty, nt such times after 
June 30, 1S73, and not less frequently 
tiun once in even- four years.' 


"Later the time was changed to 


ninety days. 
Otherwise the law has 


not been changed to this date. 


"Until March 2, 1907, the depart- 


ment required the mail to be weighed 
for ninety days. Sunday was not con- 
sidered, so that the weighing covered 
a period of one hundred and five days 
instead of ninety successive days. In 
other words, working- days were con- 
strued to mean week days. Postmas- 
ter General Corteh ou changed this in- 
terpretation which had been accepted 
as correct for over thirty years and 
issued the following order as his con- 
struction of the law: 


" "That when the weight of mail is 


taken on railrond routes, the whole 
number of days the mails are weighed 
shall be used as a divisor for obtain- 
ing the average weight per day.' 


"This required in effect, that, in- 


stead of dividing the number of work- 
ing or week days in the weighing 
period, the devisor should be the num- 
ber of days on which mail was actual- 
ly carried during the period. 
If it 


wns weighed one hundred and five 
days, tLe divisor to obtain the daily 
weight was one hundred and five. If 
the mail -was not carried on Sunday, 
the divisor would be ninety. This, as 
you can readily see. would give less 
compensation for carrying the full 
week tban for six days, for the ac- 
cimmlared mail^ would be practically 
the same whether carried in six days 
or in se* en. - - 


"The present postmaster general, 


seeing this predicament, issued another 
order of construction. kno\vn as 'order 
412.' which isjas follows: 


" That when the weisrht of mail is 


taken on railroad routes tLe whole 
number of days' includad in the weigh- 
ing period shall be used as a divisor 
for obtaining the average weight per 
clay.'

"If the construction up to last year 


was right, then, there has been with 
held from the jf&ilroads this year over' 
$1.700,000 that is .theirs under the law. 
If the present construction is the prop- 
er one, the railroads have received 
over ?70.000.000 since 1SSO that be 
longs to the people: so that whichever 
view is sustained money has been

A LESSON IN 


DETECTIVE 


[Original.] 


Dow did I happen to KO iilto the de- 


tective Hue? 
I was uut in it by a 


singular coincidence. 
1 hnij uo more 


idea of being a detective than being 
president of,the United States. I never 
developed any fancy for such work, 
never rend detective stories or took 
any interest in.the methods of IIOTV 
real cases were managed. What I did 
hear of such matters they filled me with 
a belief that this business of noticing 
uow far a match was burned or which 
end of a cigarette was lighted first to 
gain a clew had nothing to do with 
tracing criminals. 


One day I was in a street car going 


home from a bank where I was em- 
ployed on a fairly good salary when I 
saw a man fumble' in his pocket fo» 
change to pay his fare. A few min- 
utes later a woman picked up a folded 
hill off the floor and handed it to him, 
asking him if he hadu't dropped it 
He unfolded it, cast a glance at it, 
paled slightly and handed it back to 
her in a hurry, denying the ownership. 
The woman asked one or two people 
sitting near if they had dropped it, but 
they all said they thought they had 
not. I asked the woman to let me see 
it It didn't take me long, backed by 
my banking experience, to decide that 
it was counterfeit. 


This was the first time I ever showed 


a faculty for detective work. I noticed 
that no one showed any unusual emo- 
tion in looking at the bill except the 
man wbo was supposed to have drop- 
ped it; therefore there was a proba- 
bility that he was a counterfeiter. But 
I said nothing, simply handing it back 
to the -woman. 


But my curiosity had been aroused. 


Curious to follow up the matter, when 
the man who had paled got out I got 
out, 
too, and followed him at a dis- 


tance. 
He entered a hardware store, 


where he purchased several articles. 
I didn't know what they were, but one 
of them was a hammer with a big end 
suitable for beating anything 
flat 


Another was a crucible for melting 
metals. When he went out I snatched 
the bill he had paid the salesman, ex- 
pecting to see a counterfeit, but in this 


was disappointed. 
It was good 


money. 


Well, I tracked the fellow to a room 


at the top of a business building, 
where he had a shop. I knocked at 
the door. He opened it. but did not bid 
me enter. I told him I had something 
to say to him and wished to go inside. 
He said he was making a certain con- 
trivance that was not yet patented and 
no one wa~ 
lowed to enter the prem- 


ises where the work was done. 


Mind you, I was no detective. I was 


merely indulging my curiosity. 
A 


detective would have gone away and 
come again prepared to act as an offi- 
cer of the law. 1 simply accused the 
man of counterfeiting, stating what I 
had seen in the car. 


He stood looking at me a few mo- 


ments appalled, then said, "What's 
Moll Brown going to give you for help- 
ing her?" 


"I don't know Moll Brown," I re- 


plied, "and I'm in no one's employ in 
this matter. 
I'm only doing it for 


fun." 


"Come in here an3 satisfy yourself," 


he said. 
; 


I went in and found an article for 


sweeping floors manufactured and in 
process of making. .Then he explained: 


"Moll Brown was the woman who 


tried to fix the counterfeit bill on me. 
I was intimate with, her once and was 
to hare married her, but 1 found out 
she was bad and shook her. She's 
sworn to have her revenge." 


Resolved to follow the matter np. I 


took Moll Brown's address. I felt sure 
she had got the counterfeit bill from 
some one interested, in making or pass- 
ing it, or both, and couldn't refrain 
from getting at the bottom of the mat- 
ter. I cooked up a reason for making 
her acquaintance and went to see her. 
At this point I began some real de- 
tective work. I got her confidence and 
told her that I was looking for some 
easy way of making money. After a 
good deal of beating about the bnsh 
she agreed to tell me where 1' could 
get some "queer" to put out and gave 
me the address of the man I had shad- 
owed. I didn't want any better proof 
of his story. She was bent on his nlin 
and wonld have included me if it suit- 
ed her convenience. 1 delayed about 
going to the man she named and con- 
tinned to watch her. 


Accident helped me. 
One evening 


when I visited her a man called on her 
whom I spotted at once. I went away, 
leaving him with her, and when he 
came out shadowed him. He went to 
a place that I fancied, putting this and 
that together, might be a den of coun- 
terfeiters. I put the police on to the 
matter. They surrounded the building 
where the supposed den was. then 
closed In and, sure enough, trapped a 
party at work making spurious bilis. 


If the woman in their secret had not 


been bent on getting revenge, tbey 
might aU have been making false mon- 
ey to this day. The woman was con- 
victed with th« rest, and the man sbe 
tried to injure was the most grateful 
fellow to me you ever saw. As for me— 
well, having got a taste for detective 
work. I accepted a position in an 
agency. 


The case has Influenced all my subse- 


quent work. I never consider a clew, 
especially one that seems very plain, 
of much value until I have proved it 
to be such. 
What I rely on most Is 


the want of stamina among those who 
are guilty of crime In standing by each 
other. Another valnable lesson I learn- 
ed from the case is tbst revenge often 
plays an important part in fltinc crime 
both where it is and whore it is not
